Among Loyola’s graduates have been seven judges, four senators, five 
ambassadors, six members of Parliament, more than 200 lawyers, near- 
ly 150 doctors, numerous engineers and scientists, and many who have 
achieved success in commerce and industry. 


Loyola-trained candidates for advanced academic degrees are always 
welcome at McGill and other leading Canadian and American 
universities. 


As the records of the College’s Placement Bureau prove, Loyola men 
readily find employment in the nation’s foremost corporations. 


Throughout its history, Loyola has rigidly adhered to highest univer- 
sity standards. Especially outstanding are its courses in the humanities, 
economies and the social sciences, chemistry, mathematics, engineer- 
ing, pre-medicine and pre-dentistry. 


Indicative of the quality of teaching at Loyola is the fact that the 
honours course in the Department of Chemistry has been accredited 
as fulfilling all the requirements for professional membership in the 
Chemical Institute of Canada, while the Institute of Chartered Ac- 
countants of the Province of Quebec has exempted Commerce grad- 
uates from the usual intermediate examinations and from three of the 
five years of apprenticeship customarily required for a chartered 
accountant’s certificate.

The College has invariably emphasized faculty quality. All faculty 
members are superior scholars. Most of them are engaged in post- 
doctoral or pre-doctoral work, some with the help of grants from 
The National Research Council. A number are members of learned 
societies in Canada and the United States. 


IS IMPERATIVE 


Committed throughout its sixty-year history to quality 
rather than quantity, Loyola is determined to preserve 
its fine faculty-student relationships. It realizes, never- 
theless, that it must assume its fair share of respon- 
sibility in the current national educational crisis. 


Only through growth can the College help provide 
opportunity for the increasing numbers of students 
who seek an education, who can benefit from it, and 
who can make a contribution to the future develop- 
ment of Canada. 


During the past five years, Loyola has experienced an 
increase of more than 60 per cent in full-time student 
enrolment. Within the next five years, a conservative 
forecast indicates that the present number of Loyola 
students will increase by another 150 per cent to a 
total of 1,600. 


Evening classes for adults, inaugurated in 1957, in 
a wide variety of arts and science subjects, are be- 
coming a very important factor in education at Loyola. 
Extension students are sure to increase markedly 
above the current enrolment of 200; employed men 
and women are gaining a greater appreciation of 
advanced study to improve their value on their jobs 
and enhance their personal satisfactions from life. 


The Loyola plant is already seriously over-crowded. 
The facilities of both classrooms and laboratories are 
stretched to the utmost by today’s student body. So 
far there has been no sacrifice of educational standards, 
but to attempt to receive the forthcoming influx of 
students within the existing quarters, is unthinkable. 


Like every other college and university in Canada, 
Loyola must build additional facilities to offer a greater 
service to the community, the province and the nation. 


Loyola College has always been noted for its fine faculty- 
student relationships.
